quake was felt here early today. The 
shock was very light but sufficient to 
rattTe windows. 
It occurred at ap- 


proximately 6:15 a. m. 


The seismograph at Santa Clara uni- 


versity, located 50 miles south of here 
showed what 
Father 
Richard, in 
*• 
charge, characterized as a "wonder- 
ful record" from the scientific view- 
point 


"It was a very great disturbance," 


Father Rickard told the United Press 
The record was such that it would 
take a few hours to compile the read- 
ings for further locations and dura- 
tions. Most of* California, from San 
Francisco north, and southern Oregon 
were shaken by the earthquake. *It 
seemed to be the heaviest, according 
to early reports, in the district com- 
posed of that part of California lying 
north of Redding and in southern Ore- 
gon. 


At Cleveland 


Cleveland. O., Jan. 31 — A violent 


earthquake, one of the most pronounc- 
ed in recent years, was recorded to- 
day on the seismograph at St Ig- 
nacius college, according to Father 
Odenbach. The earthquake is approx7 
imately 3,000 miles from Cleveland fn 
Southern Mexico or 'further south to- 
ward Central America. 


At 


Cambridge, Mass., 
Jan. 31— An 


earthquake so violent that It threw 
the recording needle off its tracing 
arm was recorded at Harvard univer- 
sity seismographic station today. The 
instrument indicated that the disturb- 
ance was several thousand 
miles 


away. 


At Milwaukee 


Milwaukee, Jan. 31 — The 
seismo- 


graph at Marquette university record- 
ed a heavy earthquake shock, the main 
one lasting about 10 minutes with 
lesser tremors, which were being re- 
corded one hour afterwards, Father 
John Kremer, astronomer, told the 
United Press. Father Kremer esti- 
mated the shock to be about 3,000 
miles southwest of here. . 


At Chicago 


• Chicago, JTan. 31— Earth 
tremors 


recorded at Chicago university today 
were placed at 1.970 miles from the 
city. This indicated the disturbance 
was probably in the region of the Pa- 
cific as eastern seismograph experts 
picked the distance at more than 2,- 
500 miles. 


At Washlagtea 


•Washington, Jan. 31— A tremendous 


earthquake disturbance is on some- 
where between 2,400 and 2.500 miles 
distance south of Washington. Father 
Francis Tondor of Georgetown uni- 
versity declared today, on the basis of 
seismographic records In his observa- 
tory. The quake was first registered 
at S:2S a. m. today, he said, and con. 
tinned with increasing intensity until 
8:3«. when the needle of the needle 
of the seismograph was thrown off the 
scale. The tremors were still being 
registered on other instruments at 
11 a. m.. he said.

Born in Ireland 


Sir Ernest Shackleton was born in 


Kildare, Ireland, in 1874. 
Educated 


at Dulwich college, England, his life 
of adventure started when he was a 
boy. He went before the mast on a 
sailing ship. 
But, in four years, he 


had qualified as second, and the fol- 
lowing year as first mate. 


From this time the intrepid Irish- 


man's rise to prominence was meteor- 
ic. He was perhaps at the zenith of 
his career in 1909, just following the 
two year expedition which had taken 
him within 97 miles of the south pole. 
He was decorated by crowned heads 
and made an honorary member of 
virtually every notable geographical 
society in the world. From 1910 to 
1912 lie made a lecture tour through- 
out Europe and America.

CANT BE DEMED 
VIEW OF MORGAN 


Withholding Of Fund* Tor 


Failure To Build I« 


Net Lawful 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 28—State aid 


cannot be withheld from school dis- 
tricts in Wisconsin because Utt school 
districts have refused to build new 
buildings on tb« orders of the state 
department of public inatnictkm. 


About 300 school districts in tho 


state will receive state aid, previously 
denied by the department of public 
instruction, as a result of a ruling to 
the above effect, handed down in an 
opinion by Attorney General William 
J. Morgan to District Attorney H. P. 
Ai-ps, Calumet county, today. 


"The 
state superintendent cannot 


withhold from a scltool district any 
money to which is would otherwise 
be entitled for failure to construct a 
new school building when ordered by 
the state.superintendent or hia in- 
spectors," Morgan's opinion said. 


$35,w* Te Bo Pmid 


John Callahan, state superintendent 


of public instruction, said today he 
would ask the attorney general for 
an opinion as to whether this rule 
would also apply to the years 1019 
and 1020, when the same provision of 
the law -was enforced to withhold 
state aid. About $35,000 will be dis- 
tributed among the school districts 
that refused to build on direction of 
the state department, it is estimated.' 


The law, which levies a seven- 


tenths mill tax on general property 
for the support 
of the common 


schools, specifies that the aid which 
is distributed back among the dis- 
tricts on a per capita basis of the 
number of children of school age, 
shall be denied those districts which 
"fail to repair or rebuild their school 
houses." A complete new building is 
held by the opinion to, be outside of 
these 
provisions. The per 
capita 


quota of the state last year was ¥3.75 
to each district for each child jot 
school age therein. 


Funds are Limited 


Callahan detelared that sufficient 


money had been withheld from the 
school fund levied last year to pay 
this aid for 1021, but that if the at; 
torney general rules that payments 
must be made for money withheld in 
1W and l!'-'i>. the money will have 
to come from next year's fund, made 
up from the seven-tenths mill tax to 
be collected next December.
